8.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply . 

With  tne  exception  of  four  small  hamlets  the  whole  of  the  area 
is  served  with  fublic  mains mainly  from  tvro  gravity  fed  sources. 
Two  villages^  Brandsby  and  ■*^arllngton  have  unsatisfactory  piped 
supplies.  Seventeen  samples  of  vvater  from  the  main  supplies , four 
after  Chlorination  and  thirteen  before  threatment,  submitted  for 
bacterial  examination  have  sherm  the  water  to  be  of  good  quality. 
In  one  case  untreated  water  ?vas  reported  as  being  unsatisfactory. 
Approximately  eighty  percent  of  the  population  are  supplied  by 
public  mains  and  of  these  about  sixteen  householders  obtain  their 
supply  by  meams  of  standpipes. 

The  consumption  of  vvater  throughout  the  greater  part  of..dhe  area 
served  by  the  public  mains  is  more  than  the  mains  will  carry.  The 
installctioh  of  an  electric  booster  to  make  available  water  running 
to  waste  at  the  source  has  not  materially  improved  the  position. 
The  extension  of  dairy  farming  in  the  area  of  supply  has  consider- 
ably aggravated  the  difficulties  of  supply ^ particularly  during 
spells  of  dry  weather  vlien  the  natural  sources  of  drinking  water 
are  low  and  agriculturists  resort  to  the  use  of  mains  water  for 
cattle  and  other  stock.  MeasureVs  to  bring  about  a permanent 
solution  are  under  consideration.

THE  SEViJERAGE  AND  SB\»JAGE  DISPOSAL  ARRMC-EEEIIIS 

in 

THE  AREA  OF  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

A comprehensive  report  on  this  subject  was  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Council  in  1945.  During  the  past  15  years 
some  progress  has  been  made.  The  Council  have  from  time  to 
time  considered  individual  proposals  and  discussions  have  taken 
place  on  orders  of  priority,  I have  dravm  attention  in  my 
Annual  Reports  to  the  slow  progress  in  this  field  end  to  the 
great  length  of  time  which  elapses  between  the  formulation  of  a 
scheme  and  its  completion. 

\Ve  make  this  report  in  an  attempt  to  give  the  Council  a 
complete  picture  of  the  v/hole  population  in  as  concise  a form  as 
possible,  at  the  same  time  hoping  that  progress  may  result 
therefrom. 


General  Picture. 


The  Rural  District  v/ith  a population  of  ll^S^'30  covers  an 
area  of  74^5^5  acres^,  and  is  divided  into  55  parishes.  Ten  of 
these  have  a population  of  less  than  100  people  and  are  therefore 
omitted  from  consideration  at  this  stage 

These  are  - An  -ram  Grange ^ Beningbrough^  Dal  ton- cum- Skews by ^ 
Flawith.  Marton-cum-Moxby^,  Overton.  Thorn  ton-on- the-IIill^  When  by, 
Wildon  Grange,  Youlton. 

The  remaining  25  parishes  are  listed  below  in  alphabetical 
order.  Eight  of  them  discharge  sev^rage  into  proper  disposal  works. 

Population  in  those  parishes  sev/ered  and  with  proper  works,  6,200, 

Remaining  ” ” ” with  over  100  people.  5^250. 

Population  to  the  11  villages  and  hamlets  with  less 

than  100  people  500. 

It  would  appear  that  just  over  half  the  population  of  the 
area  enjoy  these  modern  amenities,  - bub  in  vieiv  of  the  fact  that 
the  more  compact  and  easily-dealt-with  areas  have  been  dealt  v/ith, 
the  problem  remaining  in  terms  of  - pipes,  excavation,  engineering 
w-ork  'a.nd  of  course  expense,  is  enormously  greater  than  that 
already  acliieved,
